J 
"If it had not been for our bomb­ 
ing operations in France and Ger­ 
many. the bombardment of Lon­ 
don no doubt would have started 
perhaps 
six months

verv much heavier scale 
"Under pressure of our counter­ 
m easures the enemy has developed j 
a 
new 
series of pre-fabricated ; 
structures which could be rapidly 
assembled and well camouflaged, 
especially during periods of cloudy 
weather. 
Site Of A ttack 
"It is from these comparatively 
light 
and 
very 
rapidly erected 
structures that the present attack 
ta being made. 
"The 
untiring, 
relentless 
ef­ 
forts of British and American air 
forces." Churchill went on. "are re­ 
sponsible for the delay and dimu­ 
nition of the present scale of a t­ 
tack. 
"A special committee, including 
a great number of engineers, has 
been established to study counter- j 
m easures.” 
The prime minister said that a 
total of about 50.000 tons of bombs 
had been dropped by the Allies on 
flvdng bomb and rocket targets in 
France and Germany. 
The offensive and defensive fly­ 
ing bomb efforts, he said had been 
exacting for both aides. Quite a 
considerable proportion of Allied 
fljin g power had to be diverted for 
m onths from other forms of offen- 
§jve activity, he said. 
The Germans, he said, had sacri­ 
ficed a good deal of m anufacturing 
strength which could have increas­ 
ed their f ghter bomber forces in 
order to make the robots. 
"It is yet to be tested who has 
suffered and will suffer most in 
the process." Churchill said. 
The "invisible" battle which has 
been In progress for more than a 
year 
and into 
which great 
re­ 
sources have been poured by both 
aldea 
now has 
flashed into 
the 
open and "we shall be able, indeed 
obliged, to watch it p rogress from 
fairly close q u o te rs,” Churchill 
went on. 
150 Bomb* Daily 
The prime m inister said that be­ 
tween IOO and 150 flying bombs, 
each weighing about a ton were 
being 
dischafged daily and 
had 
been so diachaiged for the last two 
weeks. 
Considering the modest weight 
and small 
penetration 
power of 
these bombs, the damage done and 
blast effect has been extensive, but 
cannot st all compare with the ter­ 
rific destruction by fire and high 
explosive 
with which the 
Allies 
have been assaulting Berlin Ham ­ 
burg. Cologne and scores of other 
German cities and manufacturing 
points in the Reich, said Churchill. 
'This form of attack," Churchill 
•aid, "no doubt is of trying char­ 
acter and worry some because it is

"The people have just got to get 
used to that," Churchill declared 
amid cheers from the floor of com­ 
mons. 
Must Ignore Death 
"Everyone 
must go about

the safest shelter they can find 
and 
forget their caret 
through 
well-earned sleep. 
Churchill 
said 
that 
penicillin 
would be available for treatm ent

indiscrim inate in its nature, pur­ 
pose and effect. 
A 
large 
number of

workers, he said, were engaged in 
the repair of damaged buildings. 
Copious reirforcem ents have arriv­ 
ed daily from the provinces. 
Various defense methods against 
the robot bomba, he said, include a 
great deployment of batteries of 
anti-aircraft guns and balloons 
The prime minister said that 
the governm ent did not conaider

injuries. 
Many minor injuries, he saki were 
caused by glass splinters. 
Referring to the shooting down 
of the robot missiles before they 
alight themselves.

One of the principal reasons for 
bringing the German prisoners-of- 
war to Camp Perry was to make 
them available as labor to the 
hard-pressed farm s and industries 
of Northwestern Ohio. More than j 
1,000 are available for such work 
now and it is expected that this 
total will increase to more than 
2,500 soon. 
The prisoners are allotted and 
assigned by the Army to employ- 1 
i era who apply for them under a 


W ar Manpower Commission pri­ 
ority system. Top priority is held 
by the Army itself for necessary 
work on the post, but next In line 
comes agriculture and then food 
processing plants. 
Farm ers in the area who obtain 
prisoner-of-war labor pay the gov­ 
ernm ent $2.80 a day for each man 
The prisoner* receive from the 
Army SO cents in P-W coupon*, 
which they can use to purchase 
articles in the prison camp can­ 
teens or as other credit. The money 
paid by the employers is turned 
over to the U. S treasury. 
The prisoner* receive the same 
rations, under the Geneva conven­ 
tion. as do the men of the U. S. 
Army, but within those limitation* 
they are free to prepare it In any 
way they see fit. The prisoners 
also receive regular letter* and 
packages from home, the latter 
both from the German Red Croaa 
and from friends and relative*. 
On the whole, the Germans who 
include a wide range of ages ap­ 
pear to be in top-notch physical 
condition and seem filled with a 
typical German pride bordering on 
arrogance, but at the same time, 
they are obedient to rules and reg­ 
ulations as long as the latter are 
within the bounds of the Geneva 
convention, in which the German* 
are well versed. 
For entertainm ent, they have a 
regular physical recreation pro­ 
gram, read approved newspaper* 
and have carefully inspected and 
sealed long-wave radios. However, 
they have a pronounced aversion to 
American method* of advertising 
over the air as well as to boogie 
woolie,

Summertime Disease 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 


POLIOMYELITIS, or infantile 
paralysis, is one of the few infec­ 
tious aireases that occurs predom ­ 
inantly in the summ ertime. It 
usually starts its upward swing in 
June and reaches its peak inci­ 
dence in September. 
Every year since 1907 there has 
been a more or less wide spread 
epidemic in the United States and

require braces or surgery. The 
other Sr# of the patients died.

to be paralyzed. It is these spasms 
th a t the Kenny treatm ent is di­ 
rected against with hot packs to 
relieve the contractions of the 
muscles.

If the inflammation around the 
spinal cord cells goes past the 
stage of irritation to that of de­ 
struction paralysi% will 
result. 
This occurs, however, in only 
about one out of five cases in any 
epidemic. 
It has not been proved 
th a t hot packs applied to spas­ 
modic muscles will prevent the 
development of the paralysis if 
the nerve cells are deeply inflamed. 


The treatm ent used in the Chi­ 
cago epidemic was absolute bed 
rest, as nearly a normal diet as 
possible with extra pushing of 
fluids in the more serious cases. 
Most of the patients received con­ 
valescent or adult blood serum.
